The application has been amended as follows: 

The limitations of claim 61 were incorporated into independent claim 51 in order 
to put it and dependent claims 60 and 62 into allowable form: 
51 . (Currently Amended) A dental implant made of titanium metal, comprising: 

a smooth head portion for receiving a dental restoration component; 

a lowermost end opposing said head portion; 

a threaded portion for engaging bone between said head portion and said 
lowermost end; and 

a roughened region for facilitating osseointegration with said bone located on 

said threaded portion and extending to said lowermost end of said implant, 
said roughened region being uniformly acid etched with a second acid 
solution after a native oxide layer had been removed by contact with a first 
acid solution with minimum consumption of said titanium metal, said 
roughened region including an array of irregularities having peak-to-valley 
heights not greater than about 10 microns wherein said second acid 
solution is a mixture of sulfuric and hydrochloric acids .
